Strang stressed to the commission that а 
workshop was needed to be informed by At- 
torney John Baker about the new law and to 
determine ‘what we want to do’. 

The commission approved the last and final 
payment to the Watertower Paint and Repair Co.

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Change in jury district could cost over $2 million 


By ERIC KOPP 

BELLE GLADE --Figures based on 1985 
statistics show changing the jury district to 
West Palm Beach, would cost in excess of $2 
million per year to the six major law enforce- 
ment agencies in the area. 

Tom Ball of the Public Defenders office in 
Belle Glade said Tuesday, loss of the jury 


district would cost the Florida Highway 
Patrol, Health and Rehabilition Services, Belle 
Glade , Pahokee, and South Bay Police Depart- 
ment's, and the Palm Beach County Sheriff's 
ent, а total of $2,161,553.14 per year. 

"Far and away the biggest cost is the 
officer's salaries. That total figure came to 
$1.4.million. Travel cost was figured at one- 


third of a n:illion, while witness costs, which 
are not born hy the courts, is figured at 
$400,000, and the transporting of prisoners is 
figured to cost $50,000," said Ball. 

He said witness costs were based on 
minimum hourly wage, and at two trips per 
case. 

Ball said the figures were compiled by 
Georgette Carroll, Criminal Justice Planner for 
the Palm Beach County Sheriff's Office.
